gress and, hense, upon & literal reading would {21l within the ares of
excepted service as defined in the propesed Exccutive Order, 4 pos-
sible conflict would srise in the event rales or regulations are pro-
mulgated by the Clvil Service “ommiseion with reapect to the excepted
service. Though, as you know, this fgency adheres ss closely as
procticable to the standards snd practices of the Tivil Service laws
